coast flying boat station have been 
forced down at sea. Their craft

A heavy swell is running in the 
Pacific and they are in open water 
70 miles from their ome port, 
but they are untroubled. except 
for the cold and the misty fog 
that bites to the bone through 
warm flying clothing, and the 
Sickening undulation as their din- 
ghies ride the swell. 

They know their present refuge 
*will float indefinitely and, more 
important, that before their air- 
eraft went to the bottom they 
were able to radio their position 
te thelr home port. , 

Back at the station, 70 miles
